*xk ALASKA. USCG DRM TRANSMISSIONS FROM KODIAK AK 


I'd like to acknowledge reception our your experimental DRM broadcasts 
from Kodiak, AK. I'm located in Victoria, BC, Canada. Although I have 
received the data transmissions here, they were much better received 
while I was at my cottage located outside of Masset, Haida Gwaii, BC 
located off the north west coast of my province of British Columbia, 
and about 75 km due south of Ketchikan, AK. My equipment included a 
Perseus Software Defined Radio, DREAM software, and an array of 
antennas to choose from including a 750' Beverage on ground, aimed to 
the NW, a 450' Beverage antenna aimed due north, and a large diameter 
magnetic loop (Wellbrook ALA 100LN) aimed NE/SW. I've attached several 
screen captures of the images:

These images happen to be from 5200 at 0133 UT on January 14, 2017, 
2450 at 0431 and 0410 on January 10th, 2017. More recently, I noted it 
in Masset on 2450 kHz at 0500 UTC on March 30, 2017, as well. I'd love

Here's an interesting email I received from the USCG concerning the 
DRM test broadcasts from Kodiak. I note that the transmissions were 
changed a bit from earlier this month. Let's see what that will do 
with the reception. 73 (Walt Salmaniw, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Dr. Walter Salmaniw, Thank you for taking the time to respond and 
provide feedback to USCG. Your feedback is greatly appreciated. 


The Next Generation Arctic Navigational Safety Information System 
(ANSIS) project is an ongoing U.S. Coast Guard (USCG) Research and 
Development Center (RDC) project that is attempting to meet the 
challenge of disseminating Maritime Safety Information in the Arctic. 
We selected DRM over HF as a means to disseminate this information. 
Using DRM allows a data rate that supports detailed weather, ice edge 
and maps, and notice to mariner's information, as well as electronic 
chart updates. A one year field test is being conducted in Alaska. We 
completed installation of the DRM transmitter equipment during the 
Week of Oct 23, 2016. We have been working with RFMondial and 
Fraunhofer. We are transmitting (at around 800 watts) from Kodiak and 
our receive equipment is in Cordova (shore side fA using a loop 
antenna; and aboard the buoy tender fi using a vertical whip). Next 
week we are moving the shipboard receive equipment to the CGC Healy 


for the summer. We have 10 authorized frequencies to use between 2.45 
and 29.9. But have reduced them to the 6 lowest frequencies. 


Initial research indicates that lower frequencies are best at least in 
the winter months, so we developed the attached schedule for 
transmissions. During the first six months of the test we transmitted 
on a TCI 530 (high take off angle and horizontally polarized) and have 
shifted to TCI 550 (lower take off angle and vertically polarized) on 
April 7. Test will end in Oct 2017. The goal of the effort is for the 
CG to gain some experience with DRM. This experience will be combined 
with several other projects working on Iridium satellite, ALE, and 
other HF testing. The ultimate goal is to develop a network combining 
Iridium and HF to improve interoperability and compatibility between 
CG assets and Arctic mariners for sharing maritime safety information. 
Eventually, we would like to use the results of this work to be 
included in an iArctic Communicationsi annex to the ITU-R M.1789 
document. 


The 2nd channel data is AIS data. We are working with the Marine 
Exchange Alaska (MXAK) to transmit AIS weather data via their network 
of AIS transmitters using message 8 application specific message 
(ASM). This data is also being transmitted via DRM/HF to extend 
reception range and to demonstrate DRM capability to modulate a 
variety of formats. 


The 3rd channel is test data. 


Again thank you for taking the time to report your receipt of the DRM 
Signal. Your write-up and screen captures will be very useful for our 
final report. If you have any other thoughts, comments or questions, 
please feel free to contact me.

It was good to hear R Tirana back on shortwave in English at 1900 UT 
on 6005 kHz via the transmitter at Kall. Many thanks to 
shortwaveservice for making this happen! Reception was only fair (at 
best) due to heavy QRM from Brother Stair via Bulgaria on 6000 kHz. 


It's slightly unfortunate that shortwaveservice has scheduled both 
Slovakia and Tirana in French at the same time of 1830 UT on 3985 kHz 
and 6005 kHz respectively, and then Slovakia and Tirana in English at 
the same time of 1900 UT on 3985 and 6005 respectively. Would be much 
better if Slovakia was in English whilst Tirana was in French at one 
half hour slot, and then vice-versa for the second half hour slot

Reception started out poor to fair using the U. Twente SDR receiver 
for the three language broadcasts but improved some minutes into the 
English broadcast.

Christoph Ratzer (via A-DX): A little DX story ... 


In February 1981, I bought the first "big" shortwave receiver from my 
first self-earned money. For a long time I had the popular FRG series 
in mind, actually the FRG 7 would be just the right thing - but then 
came the new "Funk" with one Test report by Nils Schiffhauer about the 
R-1000 from Kenwood. This receiver was ordered from the B*ck firm in 
Graz after careful consideration and was in Salzburg at the beginning 
of February. So started my DX hobby. 


In the first few weeks I listened "Day & Night"; a logbook had to be 
made immediately and many things were recorded with the ITT recorder, 


always only short recordings on the full hour, separated by the alarm 
signal of my world time clock. 


The years went by in the country, the stations were then no less, the 
time for the hobby due to training, the army and travels, however, was 
often too tight, what I wanted to catch up at "later" times, which 
basically worked well. 


At some point, you realize that your own QSL collection is already 
very handsome, just over 180 countries (only BC!) confirmed, but 200 
countries, as some "Top-DXer" has, you will probably not reach any 
more. But on medium wave many new possibilities arose, and so it was 
in a few years now 195. But how to reach the 200 ... 


Of course El Salvador last November was a big thing for me, as well as 
unexpectedly Angola, who were never known to Austrians, 197 now! 


And then I heard in the AWR's highly respected DX program about a 
"Last-QSL" action by the tireless Adrian M. Peterson of AWR, who had 
published a mailbox address for only a few weeks as part of the "Grand 
Final DX Contest" But I'm not sure if it's a good idea, whether to 
send an original report or a follow-up. 


By coincidence at the same time, I had started to digitize my number 
of DX cassettes. And of course started with the first recordings. And 
there I found a recording "Andorra, 6220, 23.3.81" stood on the 
supplement with pencil, just as large as the line size, thus today 
practically unreadably small. 


But since I had already my logbook .... After only a few days I had 
found this and indeed, entry no. 8 "AWR Andorra, 23.3.81, 19.00, 6220, 
53453, religious. Program, D, Report from 30.3. QSL - " 


And I had the recording, too, so I could send a report! In the next 
days, all the articles from my WWH archives were searched, so that was 
clear why no reply came from Andorra, the transmitter was shut off 
only a few days later, for political reasons. The articles were also 
all copied, plus a CD of the recording, and so went a fat package in 
September on the trip to Indiana. 


And today there was an even thicker package in my mailbox! In it, 
beautiful QSL cards, fully detailed, with the beautiful AWR brands, 
everything my heart pleased, KSDA-Guam, Nauen, Madagascar, Moosbrunn, 
Sri Lanka, South Africa and, yes the confirmation of Andorra from 
1981! 


This card is a very special reminder of my early days as a DXer anda 
great proof of DX friendship that Adrian Peterson cultivates with his 


listeners. And by the way my 198th Radioland. When is the number 200 
in my logbook?

All checked frequencies were confirmed except 17745 kHz (1900-2000).

The decision of the Australian Broadcasting Corporation to end 
shortwave broadcasts to the South Pacific is a serious blunder, based 
on a shrinking, insular view of ABC responsibilities. 


The ABC should be embarrassed that 31 January marked the end of eight 
decades of Australian shortwave to the Islands. Overturning that lousy 
policy call 6 with an annual price tag of only $2 to $3 million 6 
should provide the opportunity for the ABC to halt its exit from the 
South Pacific and start rebuilding. It would be a chance to recognise 
that the broad policy trend is wrong. 


A rebuild should dictate more communications muscle of all sortso 
shortwave, FM and digital in all its cascading dimensions 6 plus lots 
more ABC reporting staff and much more work to re-engage with media 
across the Islands. 


The ABC should return to the centre of the South Pacific media 
landscape, not shrink towards the exit. And the rebuild should have a 
special focus on Papua New Guinea. 


The ABC killed shortwave based on a penny-pinching false dichotomy 
between shortwave or FM. The chant was éshortwave old, FM newi. The 
choice is dumb because it misunderstands the central role radio still 


plays in the South Pacific. 


Only an organisation thatis spent the last decade withdrawing 
resources from the South Pacific wouldive been trapped into choosing 
between shortwave and FM transmitters. Shortwave speaks to a whole 
country while FMis more limited reach means it covers the capital or a 
region. Both services are essential in the South Pacific because radio 
is vital to the life of the Islands. 


The extent of the ABCis error is detailed by submissions to the Senate 
Inquiry, aimed at forcing the ABC to resume shortwave transmission. 


Note the letter from the Prime Minister of Vanuatu, Charlot Salwai, on 
this @6éstrangei ABC decision that could cost many lives in the South 
Pacific: 


6Our experience during Cyclone Pam [in 2015] is that some of the 
most reliable and comprehensive early warnings and post-disaster 
information came from Radio Australiais shortwave service. Australian 
shortwave assisted communities to prepare for, survive and recover 
from a terrible natural disaster. For us it is not outdated technology 
at all. It is appropriate and é6éfit-for-purposei and an important means 
to inform and safeguard Ni-Vanuatu people. Vanuatu values its close 
association with Australia at so many levels yet this strange decision 
by the Australian Broadcasting Corporation to end shortwave services 
to our region seems at odds with the recently strongly-stated goals of 
the Australian Government to help improve disaster preparedness and 
risk management in our region.i 


The Foreign Minister, Julie Bishop, was right to point to Pacific 
éconcerni. Her é6please explaini to the ABC was too polite, given the 
damage the ABC is inflicting on Oz interests. 


The decision on shortwave isnit an ABC aberration, but a logical step 
in the Corporationis shredding of its important place in the life of 
the South Pacific. The ABC is casting off Australiais central media 
responsibility in the Islands and destroying an important instrument 
of Oz assistance, influence and soft power. 


For the past decade, the ABC has been hacking away at its 
international service, Radio Australia (RA) 6 particularly the 
important job RA does as a daily journal of record for the whole South 
Pacific. 


Why has the ABC been cutting lose from its historic role in the South 
Pacific? Partly, because the Islands and Islanders 6 obviously 6 
arenit a domestic Oz constituency. Indeed, the Senate inquiry got 
going because killing shortwave hurt Australians in remote parts of 


Oz. 


Thereis no big domestic constituency for good foreign policy 6 but the 
nation pays for bad foreign policy. Thatis why phrases as varied as 
6énational interesti and égood international citizeni should be more 
than just slogans for the Oz polity. On this one, the ABC Board 6o an 
important part of the polity 6 lost sight of Oz interests in its own 
region. 


Embracing the future, the ABC is busy jumping on all sorts of 
platforms to deliver content to multiple audiences (radio is old 
school, audio pumps out on everything). By all means, give the South 
Pacific what it needs on lots of platforms. But shortwave is still a 
platform that matters in the Islands (and across northern Australia) 
however much it might seem to be a legacy system in the cities of Oz. 


The Senate inquiry offers the ABC Board and ABC Management the chance 
to rethink. This isnit about ABC independence. Itis about changing a 
bad decision. Just as you should never let a good crisis go to waste, 
so a policy U-turn is the moment to rethink and redo poor policy. 


Beyond a U-turn on shortwave, the ABC needs a fresh, bigger vision of 
what it must do in the South Pacific. Ever ready to help, the next 
column will offer some views on that vision.

Legendary CBC broadcaster Rex Loring, best known for his work on World 
Report, has died. He was 91. 


"We are saddened to announce the passing this morning of our father, 
Rex Loring," his daughters Carrie and Elaine Loring said ina 
statement on Facebook confirmed by CBC News. 


Loring was a founding host of CBC Radio's World Report and stayed with 
the show for 20 years. Before that, he was a fixture on CBC 
Television. 


"He was the master of the cold read," Elaine Loring told CBC News by 

email. "While reading the news live, he would be slipped a story from 
a newsroom writer, in the middle of reading live on-air ... then read 
it, never having seen it before, perfectly. I've been told this time 

and time again by those who worked with him." 


Loring retired in 1990. His daughters said he had led a full life to 
the end. "Dad made it to 91 still in his own apartment, master of his 
own life," the Facebook statement said. 


The statement said Loring continued to enjoy driving, cooking, going 
to the pub, listening to music and watching classic movies. Loring 
also enjoyed cheering for the Blue Jays and busied himself doing 
chores and errands for others, refurbishing garage sale finds and 
puttering in his home studio. 


He was fond of "Sipping on a good scotch, telling jokes and, of 
course, keeping up with the daily news," the statement said. 


Originally from the U.K. 


Loring was born in England in the town of Totton, Southampton, on 
November 25, 1925. Elaine Loring told CBC News her father was a glider 
pilot for the Royal Air Force during the Second World War. He was 17 
when he enlisted. "He studied architecture, but his career took a 
different turn when he became interested in broadcasting," said 
Elaine. 


He decided to come to Canada in 1947 to pursue work opportunities, 
"never dreaming he would spend the bulk of his career at CBC on radio 


and television." Loring worked in private radio from 1949 to 1955 
before joining CBC later that year. He worked on shows like Mr. Fix-

Lasting legacy 


When he retired, Loring reflected on some of the most significant news 
events of his career, which included the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, early space missions and Quebec's October Crisis. 


Both his children worked in broadcast. Elaine became a news reporter 
and newscaster for CFTR Radio (now 680 News), CFRB (now NewsTalk 
1010) and then to Global TV as entertainment reporter/anchor for 18 
years. Carrie is a professional singer and was co-host of The Polka 
Dot Door for many years. Loring is also survived by three 
grandchildren: Kate, 25, Max, 22, and Lee, 21 (via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

We 
have had a big increase of radio stations on the FM bands since we 
joined the EEC. The main broadcaster is the state one. Cyprus 
Broadcasting Corporation/CYBC/PIK. All the towns are served on FM and 
Medium Wave. We have channel 1 in Greek, Channel 2 Mutli lingual 
station in Greek, Turkish, and Armenian. Channel 4 in Greek. There is 
no more the short wave service via the BBC over the week ends since 
2011. Also Radio Bayrak from Northern Cyprus are off short wave 6150 
khz for some time too. 


There are many stations on FM catering for all tastes of music and 
news. Such as Antenna FM, Energy FM, Kanali 6, Kiss FM, Klik FM, 
Orthodox Church Radio, Radio Athina, Radio Proto, Russian Wave, Sports 
FM, Super FM etc. So BBC medium Wave station 1323 kHz from Zygi is no 
longer on the air since March 24 th 2015. Zygi near Limassol. 


In addition we have Radio Sawa in Arabic from Cape Greco near Larnaca 
on 990 kHz. Beaming to the Arab world, Egypt, Syria, Lebanon etc. A 
powerful signal. Also strong is Radio Monte Carlo in French and Arabic 
1232 kHz from Cape Greco too. From 0200 to 2115 UT. 600 kW of power. 


British Forces Services Known as BFBS with also relays of the BBC 
Radio 1 shows, in all the main towns serving British personal on the 
island and UN peace forces. 


From Northern Cyprus there is also a big increase of broadcasting on 
all bands. Radio Bayrak, the national and international carrier. I 
have contact with esteemed tech director of the station, Mr Mustafa 
Tosun a keen radio amateur and SWL. Programmes are in Turkish, Greek, 
Arabic and German for their 3 services on FM. They issue fantastic QSL 
cards on their FM stations.

As promised in the last Infobrief of March, I 
would like to write a few lines about our new short wave transmitter. 


Our old short wave transmitter became more and more accursed. In 
addition, it became increasingly difficult to get spare parts. 
Engineer Tim Zook, who knows the station best, has searched the 
Troedelmaerkte on the Internet, in order to get some spare parts. So 
I've been looking for a new station for years. The results were scary: 
the prices were within the scope of the purchase price of a large 
single-family house. 


The new transmitter - developed by HCJB engineers ... 


The US-American mission organization SonSet (the former Technology 
center of Radio HCJB) also produced transmitters and made an offer 
that was within our financial framework. The big question was: will 
this station cover the Ecuador, Per’ and Colombia region with just one 
kilowatt of transmission power? But how is it so beautiful: prefer the 
Sparrow in the hand, or the dove on the roof. In the middle of January 
we decided to order the station. On the evening of February 22, Tim 
Zook landed with several suitcases in Quito, where the individual 
components of the sender were. Already the next day he was unpacked 
and wondered together, whether he had the trip well over. 


GOD has the overview ... 


In January 2017, engineer Hartmut Goller from Germany came to the 
Technical area at Radio HCJB. He had joined the

50+ program, which provides retired people to worldwide mission 
programs. At the time we did not plan to order the transmitter. But 
GOD led it so that the born Swabian was just here, when the 
transmitter was installed on Quito's home peak, the Pichincha. 
Hartmut, through his long-standing professional experience in high- 
frequency technology, had succeeded in trimming the new transmitter 
for 4000 meter heights. 


Fine-tuning - and: it runs reliably! 


After the transmitter was flawless for some days in 24-hour test 
operation, Engineer Tim Zook could calmly fly back home. Even from 
Europe we received reception reports from shortwave listeners. In just 
two weeks, everything was installed and we as a team are extremely 
grateful to GOD for giving the success, the perfectly timed schedule 
and the employees at the right time.

Like it or not, the FCC may be close to divulging its plans for 
relaxing net neutrality rules. Recode contacts claim that Chairman 
Ajit Pai may talk about the softer regulation as soon as April 26th, 
when he speaks at a conservative group's event. There's no word on 
what the plan looks like now that Pai has talked to both internet 
companies and telecoms. However, the current belief is that Pai will 
only pay lip service to the net neutrality order he's planning to 
replace. 


Reportedly, Pai wants a system where internet providers merely promise 
that they won't block or slow competing traffic, rather than 
subjecting them to strict regulation. Disputes would go to the FTC 
rather than the FCC, potentially because the FTC's comparative lack of 
technical expertise would be more likely to favor telecoms over 
internet services and customers. Net neutrality wouldn't completely 
disappear, but it would be easier for providers to engage in 
questionable practices (say, zero rating) without being punished.

Hi, Mauno, I have just returned from a trip to Israel, and thought I 
would update you on our project there. Several of our team members are 
still in country, working to get Voice of Hope - Middle East on the 
air by about the end of March/early April. 


Attached are some photos from the AM tx site at She'ar Yashuv, the SW 
tx site at Yavne, and our studios at Bet Gabriel. The studio photos 
were taken before the audio equipment was installed - that is now all 
in place. 


Both tx sites are operated by Bezeq. Strategic Communications Group 


owns both the new Nautel 50 kW AM tx, and the antenna triplexer. These 
are not leased from Bezeq; Bezeq will operate them for us under 
contract. In the foreground of the self-radiating antenna mast is a 
container holding a brand new 550 kVA genset that has just been 
installed. 


At Yavne, we had hoped to be able to use an existing Continental 
transmitter, which we thought was a model 418E. On closer inspection 
it turned out to be a much older 418D, which does not have a solid 
state final modulation phase. It instead uses very large power amp 
vacuum tubes that would very likely have to be rebuilt, dried out 
capacitors replaced, etc. Our engineers estimated six months of work 
and a not insignificant investment in order to make it operational 
again, and even then it would be inefficient and expensive to operate, 
and would require knowledgeable engineers to maintain it. Bezeq no 
longer has people with that expertise on their payroll - they have all 
retired. So, if we were to take them up on their offer to use the SW 
facility, it would have to be with a new solid state tx which we would 
supply. We are currently considering this option. 


Outside, there was the massive pole-mounted log periodic antenna (in 
good condition), and the masts that previously supported the curtain 
antennas. The antennas themselves were taken down some years ago, but 
the masts still remain. 


Right now, we are expecting to be able to launch programming on 1287 
kHz AM, mostly in Arabic, in about 2-3 weeks time. When that happens, 
we will issue a press release, which I will send to you. With regard 
to the entry on pages 475-476 of WRTH 2017, can I please request the 
following changes for the next issue?

at the end of April, the programs from Uzbekistan were only barely 
audible. I would not have tried to compile "programme details" for a 
regular reception report. On the other hand, the second programme also 
featured segments in simple English with Christian reflections being 
translated sentence by sentence into Korean. 


The reception of Living Water Ministry is blocked by co-channel 
interference from the Voice of the Islamic Republic of Iran, 
broadcasting in Arabic from 1430 to 1730. Living Water Ministry rents 
its broadcasting time via Alyx & Yeyi, which makes a secret about the 
location of the transmitters and thus makes this programme look like a 
conspirational/clandestine venture. 


Following the example of other human rights indices, Christan advocacy 
group Open Doors regularly publishes a world index of persecution. For 
the 15th time in a row, North Korea was ranked as top persecutor of 
Christians (Dr Hansjoerg Biener, 24 April 2017, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Tokyo, April 24 (Jiji Press) -- Radio programs to encourage Japanese 
citizens abducted by North Korean agents have continued for more than 
a decade despite obstacles including jamming by the reclusive state. 


In October 2005, the Investigation Commission on Missing Japanese 
Probably Related to North Korea, or COMJAN, a citizens' group working 
for the return of Japanese abductees from North Korea, launched a 
shortwave radio broadcast called "Shiokaze" (sea breeze) to provide 
the latest reports on North Korea and send messages to abduction 
victims from their families that they will be rescued. 


Financed by contributions from individuals and proceeds from the sale 
of goods made by COMJAN, the program has continued despite chronic 
financial difficulties. 


The Japanese government started a shortwave radio program itself with 
the same aim under the name "Furusato no Kaze" (hometown wind) roughly 
two years after the launch of Shiokaze. The program airs messages from 
abductees' families, popular Japanese songs and other content. 


The Ministry of Internal Affairs and Communications detected jamming 
signals thought to be coming from North Korea about six months after 
the Shiokaze program started. It informed the International 
Telecommunication Union of the interference as an infringement on its 
regulations. 


But jamming activities have continued, prompting the ministry to make 
reports to the ITU more than 50 times since fiscal 2006. 


COMJAN has increased the number of frequencies for Shiokaze to three 
to avoid North Korean interference and changed them whenever the 
broadcast is jammed. 


The government has also added a frequency for the Furusato no Kaze 
program. In addition, it launched a high-power broadcast and a 
medium-wave program in cooperation with foreign radio broadcasters 
such as the Voice of America. [??? What's this? gh] 


The government has set aside a budget of 144 million yen for radio 
programs directed at North Korea in fiscal 2017, an increase of 49 
million yen from fiscal 2016, which ended in March. 


COMJAN started medium-wave broadcasts in October last year due to the 
reported popularization of radios in North Korea but discontinued it 
due to financial difficulties. A medium-wave broadcast costs eight 
times more than a shortwave broadcast, a member of the commission 
said. 


But North Korea "is believed to feel threatened by the medium-wave 
broadcast" because it used new jamming signals, the member said. 
COMJAN is thus calling for financial support for a resumption of the 
broadcasts. 


In view of falls in the length and frequency of interference, 
shortages of energy and electricity are "likely to have become 
increasing acute" in North Korea," the COMJAN member added. 


A large number of Japanese citizens were abducted to North Korea 
during the 1970s and 1980s. Five of the 17 people officially 
recognized by the government as abduction victims returned to Japan in 
2002. 


The National Police Agency puts the number of missing Japanese 
categorized as possible victims of North Korean abduction at 883. 


"We didn't expect to continue our broadcasts for such a long time," 
Tatsuru Murao, executive director of COMJAN, said, testifying to the 
difficulty of settling the abduction issue. 


Messages should reach the abductees in some way as long as the 
broadcasts continue, Murao said. "We hope this will be a ray of hope 
for them." (via Mike Cooper, GA, Apr 26, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

According to Eric, the gesture is aimed at helping to upgrading the 
station's capacity to extend its s coverage in the county. He says he 
has been encouraged to do more for the station based on handling of 
prior donations by the management there. Eric Giko told this paper in 
Pleebo that in the past, he provided a 20 kilowatt FM transmitter, 
which the Voice of Truth is using presently. 


A former representative aspirant of Pleebo Sodoken Statutory District, 
he says the donation has no political string attached. "I am not a 
political material in the upcoming elections, but will let my people 
know if a decision is reached to venture into politics", Eric notes. 
Meanwhile, he promised that during his next visit to Liberia in 
October, he would provide another 250 kilowatts transmitter to the 
Board of Radio Harper to get the station back on the air. 


Radio Harper, the county's premier community station, has been off air 
for over a year as a result of technical fault, but critics attribute 
the situation to poor management. 


Eric is admonishing the management of the Voice of Truth to use the 
transmitter for its intended purpose, and calls on community dwellers 
and county authorities to provide financial support to the station. 


Receiving the transmitter, the manager of the station appreciated Eric 
for the donation and promised that it will be used for the intended 
purpose. Mr. Dioh Wah however calls on other well-meaning Marylanders 
to emulate the good example of Eric.

Robert Siegel, a distinctive voice at NPR since 1976 and the host of 
its signature evening program, "All Things Considered," since 1987, is 
stepping down, according to an announcement released by the network. 
But fans of Siegel's dulcet tones will have nearly a year to adjust 
their ears to the new normal. Siegel, 69, won't sign off until 
January. 


"This is a decision long in the making and not an easy one. I've had 
the greatest job I can think of, working with the finest colleagues 
anyone could ask for, for as long a stretch as I could imagine, " 
Siegel said in a statement. "But, looking ahead to my 70s (which start 
all too soon) I feel that it is time for me to begin a new phase of 
life. Over the next few months, I hope to figure out what that will 
be." 


NPR praised the veteran broadcaster as "a model of how to be fully 
engaged in the world, our work, and with his colleagues." The network 
also pointed to Siegel's signature pop culture moment -- he appeared 
in an episode of "The Simpsons." Describing Siegel as "not someone who 
seeks the spotlight," NPR said that it's planningcelebrations for the 
newscaster in the coming months. 


In 2014, Siegel received the W.M. Kiplinger Distinguished 
Contributions to Journalism Award from the National Press Foundation. 
At the awards ceremony in Washington, the voice of "All Things 
Considered" joked that listeners who meet him in person are often 
surprised -- "you don't look anything like what I thought you'd look 
like. I thought you'd all be taller and have a lot more hair than you 
do." 


Siegel's successor has not been found and, according to the release, 


NPR plans to "conduct a national search -- looking inside NPR and 
across the media landscape -- for the next voice of ‘All Things

OiRielly didnit mince words in his harsh criticism of the commission, 
which he charged with incompetence even in its original task of 
properly regulating the radio spectrum. iThe commission is not 
sufficiently able or willing to properly police radio spectrum to 
ensure licensees are protected,i he said. 


The harm from that failure 6 and the proliferation of pirate 
broadcasters 6 will expand beyond radio and idevalue spectrum licenses 
for wireless communications, eliminate or narrow access to capital for 
such networks and wreak havoc for the development of a flexible ATSC 
3.0 standard,i he said. 


In newly-appointed Chairman Ajit Pai, however, OiRielly sees a new era 
in broadcast regulation dawning. 


iChairman Pai brings with him a love of broadcasting and a love of 
small businesses,i he said. iHis selection may prove the catalyst for 
a regulatory golden age of our nationis broadcasters.i 


OiRielly sees the current commission as poised to reduce broadcast 
regulations. 


iThe commission is open to review every burden imposed on broadcasters 
to determine if each regulation is necessary in the 21st century,i he 
said, adding that includes the media crossownership rule and the 
duopoly ban. 


iThose rules that donit survive scrutiny should be junked,i OiRielly 
said. iThe result will be a leaner regulatory structure that has 
reduced compliance costs, thereby providing additional savings to 
reinvest elsewhere.i 


Kicking off a debate on whether the agency should be scuttled, 
OiRielly said that under Pai, the new executive and legislative 
branches, ithe agency can address many of its flaws on its own.i

APRIL 2017 KONA, HAWAII DXPEDITION LOGGINGS AND MP3'S (Part One) 


From April 9 to 12, a Mini-DXpedition was conducted on a 6th floor 
oceanfront room at the Royal Kona Resort Motel in Kona, Hawaii. This 
was the first of many long-range DXing trips based upon the 
performance boost provided by a medium gain FSL antenna -- which was 
specifically designed to easily pass through airport TSA security 
checkpoints. A new-design 5 inch (127mm) "Frequent Flyer" FSL antenna 
was packed inside a matched-size plastic tote within a hand-carry 
suitcase-- and breezed through TSA security screening in both the 
Seattle and Kona airports (without even a single question ever being 
asked). This FSL antenna has inductive couple gain roughly similar to 
that of a 4' air core box loop (but with a lower noise reception 
advantage), and was used to boost DX station gain on a 7.5" loopstick 
C.Crane "Skywave" Ultralight radio. This combination was effective 
enough to track down many exotic Pacific Island stations (540, 621, 
1440, etc.) at S9 levels during transmitter-site sunset skip 
propagation into Kona, as well as Asian TP-DX of varying strength 
around local sunrise. 


This Kona trip was primarily designed as an anniversary celebration 
with my wife, so before we took off I had (somewhat reluctantly) 
agreed that DXing would have a secondary priority to sightseeing over 
the four days. Because of this there were many frequencies that could 
not be investigated in Kona, but I knew very well which Pacific island 
stations were tough challenges in both North America and Japan -- and 
I was determined to go after them with a vengeance. 540, 621 and 1440 
would all receive serious attention in Kona-- not because they were 
great challenges in Hawaii, but because most DXers in both North 
America and Japan needed all possible information about them if they 
were to have any chance of reception at all. Besides this I was eager 
to try my long-range luck chasing exotic Asians around local sunrise 
with the innovative FSL antenna, but I knew that east-west propagation 
was almost totally dependent upon solar activity -- and as it turned 
out both the A and K indexes shot up after our arrival. 


Overall the Kona MW propagation to the Pacific islands was exceptional 


around local midnight (as expected), but the sunrise propagation was 
somewhat challenging for long range Asians Perhaps the biggest success 
of this entire trip was the interest and excitement that the "Frequent 
Flyer" FSL antenna series (the major experimental project here this 
past winter) has inspired among DXers who routinely travel to foreign 
countries and other faraway venues. As I write this Craig Barnes of 
Wheat Ridge, Colorado is preparing his own 5 inch "Frequent Flyer" 
FSL-based DXpedition to Hawaii -- and he already has some experience 
TP-DXing with one of these models at both Kalaloch, Washington and 
Rockaway Beach, Oregon. Good luck, Craig!

I'm on a different planet. Japan and Korea have always been 3+1 and 
most Chinese stations have 5+1 pips (Chuck Hutton, 23 April, IRCA via 
DXLD) 


Good catch, Chuck. I'm on the same planet as you, though my head is 
merely a balloon floating somewhere in the atmosphere. I misspoke on 
that point with the mindset that many Chinese stations have an extra 
time pip as compared to the Korean standard, but I took the 5+1 and 
subtracted 1 from it without thinking, when in fact, I should have 
taken the 4 and subtracted one for the correct 3+1. But really, they 
have 2 extra pips. I always knew it was a lot longer, but always 
thought it was just one extra!! So, you're correct. Most stations are 
3+1, while some Chinese stations have that extra two and are 5+1. 
Actually, I never really counted in much detail but just listened to a 
lot of my audio and see some of the following examples, with plenty 
more where this came from: 


In China: 


*CNR-1 is 5+1. 

*xZhejiang News R. is 5+1 

*CBN Radio (1422 Shanghai) is 5+1 

*xAnhui Story Radio (1395) is a more unique 3 long + 1 short 

*801 Yantai Private Car Radio has a single tone 

*xShenyang News Radio is 5+1 

*xShandong People's Radio (918, 1548) is 5+1 

*xJiangsu Story Radio (1206) replaces time pips with a little rising 
tone similar to what you'd hear in an elevator or airplane 

*xI oddly never recorded a TOH on 1206 Yanbian despite it being my 200 
kW local (perhaps I'll listen on the online stream) 

x... though 810 Voice of Zhejiang has a unique higher-pitched 2+1 time 
pip at their half-hour ID 


In Taiwan: 
*1557 RTI I Love Music is 3+1 
In Korea: 


*xPyongyang is 3+1 

*KBS 1R is 3+1 

*KBS 2R is 1 tone 

*KBS 3R is 3+1 

*KCBS is 3+1 

*SBS Love is 1 tone 

*xFEBC Jeju is 341 

*xKBS Hanminjok 1R & 2R are 3+1 

*Echo of Unification (1080 Haeju & 684 Kaesong, both defunct, now SW

In Japan:. 


*1242 Tokyo substitutes their time pips with a cuckoo clock. 
*NHK-2 at sign-on is 3+1 


Otherwise, Japan has no standard. It's all over the place and even 
hearing time pips is really rare for many stations. 


I recorded 40 hours of AM audio from the region. I should know my time 
pips, but in all honesty, when you hear them every day, you don't 
really stop and think much about them.

It's worth mentioning that the very common 3+1 pips are different in 
Japan and South Korea. The long +1 pip in Japan has a gradual decay 
over a 3 second period. 


The long +1 pip in South Korea has 5 cycles of going from full level 
to zero and back in 2 seconds, then a gradual decay. Since pips 
penetrate so well, this can be a way to let you know whether something 
needs to be chased or not (Chuck Hutton, ibid.)

Phase 4 is June 22 - August 2, 2019. All phase 4 stations that have to 
change channels must do it in that time frame. Stations leaving the 
air must do so within 3 months of being paid, the date of which will 
vary by station, but generally these stations will be going off this 
summer, but can go off sooner with 30 days notice. If a station is 
turning off their xmtr (sold their spectrum) but pairing up with 
another station to share their channel, they have 6 months after 
getting paid to leave the air (this fall).

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CANADA MAY BE THE BEST PLACE FOR HAMS TO EXPERIENCE THE SOLAR ECLIPSE 


Alex Schwarz, VE7DXW, who developed the online Scanning RF Seismograph 
http: //users.skynet.be/myspace/mdsr/ 

to determine which bands are 

open, is among the many looking forward to the solar eclipse on August 
21, 2017. Although the path of totality will move over Oregon then 
southeastward toward South Carolina, he believes radio amateurs north 
of the border can take advantage of this "very exciting celestial 
event," as those in the US will be doing, and may have an edge of 
sorts. Members of the Ham Radio Science Citizen Investigation, HamSCI

in the US will sponsor a Solar Eclipse QSO Party --- SEQP

to conduct their own research. 


"This will be spectacular when viewed with our eyes," Schwarz said. 
"The effects of the solar radiation on the propagation of radio waves 
will be equally or more exciting." Schwarz said it may appear that 
Canada won't be a part of the solar eclipse, but British Columbia (BC) 
will have up to 95% coverage, he pointed out. 


"As the solar eclipse is moving over the planet, it is leaving a 
canyon of de-ionized gas on the ionosphere in altitudes of about 100 
to 300 kilometers," Schwarz said. "This puts Canada -- and especially 
Ontario -- in a very good position to get really long signal paths to 
the horizon toward the south. Southern Ontario will be in the best 
location to make contacts into the southern and western US and Central 
America. In southern BC, we can aim our antennas right down the length 
of the propagation anomaly and reach the Caribbean and southeastern 
US." Schwarz said timing is important, because the gas will ionize 
again after the solar shadow has passed. The entire passage across 
North America will be approximately 90 minutes. 


Schwarz said that during the 1999 solar eclipse in Europe, radio 


amateurs recorded long-distance contacts on 160 and 80 meters. "We 
want to inform all amateurs about the opportunity of experiencing the 
solar eclipse on a totally different level by operating radios in 
their shacks," he said. 


Schwarz encouraged all ham radio clubs to participate in the 
opportunity, not only to view the eclipse but to experience its 
effects on radio propagation.

AURORA PHOTOGRAPHERS FIND NEW NIGHT SKY LIGHTS AND CALL THEM STEVE

A group of aurora enthusiasts have found a new type of light in the 
night sky and named it Steve. Eric Donovan from the University of 
Calgary in Canada spotted the feature in photos shared on a Facebook 
group. 


He did not recognise it as a catalogued phenomenon and although the 
group were calling it a proton arc, he knew proton auroras were not 
visible. Testing showed it appeared to be a hot stream of fast-flowing 
gas in the higher reaches of the atmosphere. 


The European Space Agency (ESA) sent electric field instruments to 
measure it 300km (190 miles) above the surface of the Earth and found 
the temperature of the air was 3,000C (5,400F) hotter inside the gas 
stream than outside it. 


Inside, the 25km-wide ribbon of gas was flowing at 6 km/s (13,000mph), 
600 times faster than the air on either side. 


Relatively little else is known about the big purple light as yet but 
it appears it is not an aurora as it does not stem from the 
interaction of solar particles with the Earth's magnetic field. 


There are reports that the group called it Steve in homage to a 2006 
children's film, Over the Hedge, where the characters give the name to 


a creature they have not seen before. 


Roger Haagmans of the ESA said: "It is amazing how a beautiful natural 
phenomenon, seen by observant citizens, can trigger scientists' 
curiosity. 


"It turns out that Steve is actually remarkably common, but we hadn't 
noticed it before. "It's thanks to ground-based observations, 
satellites, today's explosion of access to data and an army of citizen 
scientists joining forces to document it." (via Gerald T Pollard, NC,

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 17 - 23 April 2017 


Solar activity reached low levels on 17-18 Apr due to isolated 
C-class flare activity from Region 2651 (N12, L=070, 
class/area=Cso/150 on 23 Apr), but solar activity was at very low 
levels through the remainder of the period (19-23 Apr). The largest 
event of the period, a long-duration C5/Sf flare at 18/2010 UTC with 
both Type-II and IV radio emissions, had an associated CME that was 
observed in C2 coronagraph imagery beginning at 18/1948 UTC. CME 
analysis and WSA-Enlil modelling suggested that this event did not 
have an Earth-directed component, however, it is likely that this 
event reached Earth late on 21 Apr. No other Earth-directed CMEs 
were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels on 17-18, 21-23 Apr, moderate levels on 20 Apr, and 
normal levels on 19 Apr. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet on 17 Apr and quiet to 
unsettled on 18 Apr under a nominal solar wind regime. The influence 
of a recurrent, positive polarity CH HSS caused periods of G1 
(Minor) geomagnetic storm conditions on 19 Apr and G1-G2 
(Minor-Moderate) storm conditions on 20 Apr. The likely arrival of a 
CME (from 18 Apr) combined with the onset of a CIR caused G1 (Minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels late on 21 Apr. The influence of a 


recurrent, negative polarity CH HSS began early on 22 Apr and caused 
G1-G2 (Minor-Moderate) geomagnetic storms on 22-23 Apr. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 24 APRIL - 20 MAY 2017 


Solar activity is expected to be very low with a chance for C-class 
flare activity throughout the outlook period (24 Apr-20 May). 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
likely to reach very high levels on 29-30 Apr with high levels 
likely on 24-28 Apr and 06-12, 17-20 May. Normal to moderate flux 
levels are expected for the remainder of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is likely to reach G2 (Moderate) 
geomagnetic storm levels on 19-20 May with G1 (Minor) geomagnetic 
storms likely on 24-27 Apr and 01, 17-18 May due to the influence of 
multiple, recurrent CH HSSs. Active conditions are likely on 28 Apr 
and 05-06, 16 May with quiet or quiet to unsettled field activity 
expected for the remainder of the period.

30 and 5 on May 17. Solar flux dropping from 84 April 20 to 75 May 2- 
14, back up to 85 by May 19. 


William Hepburn’s VHF UHF DX maps show extreme tropospheric ducting 
from Texas and Tamaulipas across the Gulf to Florida April 28 and 29, 
and all week along the west coast of Mexico. 


Off the northern coast of Chile, April 29 to May 1. 
Off the west coast of Africa around Cabo Verde all week thru May 2. 


Along the coasts of Angola and Namibia, April 28 to May 2. 
Across the Red Sea, south of Arabia, and especially between Oman and 
India, and between India and Myanmar, all week.
